The carver chose the symbols for the pole very appro- 
priately. Our school emblem, the Thunderbird, signi- 
fying with its outstretched wings, protection and shield- 
ing from harm, tops the totem, The Head Man (Mr. 
Nicoll) comes next on the pole with the interests of 
his tribe at heart. This is followed by an owl, repre- 
senting wisdom. The Indian Sampson, tearing flukes 
from a sea lion, comes next. He signifies our school's 
sports life. A killer whale follows, driving small fish 
into shallow water providing food for the tribe. The 
last figure on the totem is the grizzly bear, holding 
the tribes copper plaque or shield against his chest.

MESSAGE 


MR. I.M. 
NICOLL 


I am certain that many times over the last few years we have all heard that we are living in an age of very ra- 
pid change but have we really stopped to consider how extensively things have changed. 


If we were to divide all human history into two equal parts, the dividing line would be well within living mem- 
ory. In other words, nearly half of everything that has happened has occurred within the life time of our gradua- 
ting students. Our students have not only had to cope with the normal day-to-day problems of growing up; they 
have, because of instant communications, been brough face to face with the stark realities of human problems 


and miseries from all over the world. Today's student has encountered more human relations in 15 years than 
his grandfather did in a life span of 80 or 90 years, 


In the field of knowledge, the change is even more significant for the worlds! knowledge is said to double in a 
little over 10 years and this opens up a whole host of questions about the future. 


Alvin Tofler in his best-selling book Future Shock examines the human problems created by the "roaring curr- 
ent of change." What he has to say should be read by most of today's youth. Closer to home, Alberta's Com- 
mission on Educational Planning in the Worth Report published last summer, examines the implications of too 
much change in too short a time, and on the whole 
they are more optimistic about the future. Because 
they note that society has, for the first time in it's 
history, "the technological means needed to con- 
trol change and to choose our destiny. ' However 
they indicate that if we are to solve the problems 
created by rapid technological innovation the values 
of society must change so that "technology and in- 
dustrial development serve human needs and wants"!
